I samples of this sv stem's hostilities against people of Kolor (i.e. New Afiikan people) have marked 
Iheil |dace in recent histot; In Ihe Susan Smith case, llw response was clear She killed her two children, 
but lied in Ihe early part of ihe investigation claiming a black man carjacked her car. Tire svslem 
immerfialeb sent out "search anil destroy" squads looking for a black male perpetrator. Later it was 
discovered that she herself killed her Iwo hoys because of a jealous, insecure boyfriend. Tim case 
illustrated how racial stereotypes retain their potency. Human emotions, bias and fallibility make it 
impossible to consistently make tire coned decision as to s\ho should live and who should die. 

Recently here in Indiana in the city of Indianapolis, a bailbondsman named Mr. I luuhes killed a New 
Afiikan man who he claimed violated a VI 500 bond. Iltc man's house was raided bv | luohes and 
although he had no weapon, his head was shot olTby this white man. Hughes was confionlcd with no 
threat; therefore he outright murdered this man. But local prosecutor Scott Newman, who is pro-death 
penalty and was running for reelection, saw this murder as "reckless homicide" as opposed lo intentional 
murder What does this say about New Afiikan people in Indiana? We can be killed by recognized white 
people and no real repetcussions will come. Had this been reversed, Scolt Newman would have been 
calling it i "home invasion" and calling for Ihe death penalty. 

According to a release sponsored by Citizens For an Intelligent Vole in Indianapolis, no one wins an 
election in Indiana, specifically Indianapolis, by more than 20.000 voles. There are 120,000 New Abakan 
people that are eligible lo vote. Only -10,000 are registered. 

The people we have lo choose from are both reflective of Ihe corruption, rachm and superior mindsets 
that run contrary lo our best interests Hut these elected officials who are in position lo make major 
decisions over lives in society must be held accountable fiom promises never met. Neither Scott Newman 
nor Joe Champion represent Ihe vision or oppressed peoples. Be aware or these lethal elections: Ihev are 
sending our brother to death row. 

On August If,, the American Psychological Association passed a resolution urging slate and federal 
legislators to repeal mandatory minimum sentencing In an allcmpl to respond lo the possession and sale 
of illegal drugs. t|, c fedcr.il government and mam slales have imposed mandatory minimum sentences. 
Ibis approach has backfired, as judicial discretion has been abandoned and the ideal or rehabilitation has 
receded In a study based on data from Jan 1981 lo June 1990. Ihe average drag sentence increased 74%. 
from ft* months lo 1 18 months. The likelihood or being imprisoned is higher proportionately for New 
Afnkans f 16%) and Latinos (9%) than Tor whites (2%). At Ihe cutTcnt level, a New Afrikan'male has a 1 
in t chance ofheing imprisoned. 

A primary myth or mandatory minimums is thai they arc effective in fiehting crime. But it has not 
slowed down nor slopped criminal activity. So these political officials are blowing a lot or smoke. It's rime 
for us lo start rccognirinn the enemy for who thev arc. 

,\rier ihe prosecutors have committed people lo death row, it is the Governor or Ihe stale who holds 
the final reviewing authority. Thus they arc the one who ultimately play God. F.van Bayh was responsible 
lor Ihe murder or several people and now Governor O'Bannon joins Ihe ranks or proressional murderers. 

II the progression fiom lynchings to lethal injections is considered an advancement, something is reallv 
wrong with us. As Tir as the political races, nothing has changed. Retribution and vengeance is (he name 
olihe game. Kill lo get even. 

Now, revenge is an understandable motivation ofvklirru' families, and it is Ihe sinale most important 
pvjchfc and social impulse that keeps the issue alive, but this does not justifi, killing by ihe slate. Anger 
rwer vrolenl crime. Initiation with a seemingly ineffective criminaljuslice system, and Ihe htfliefl1i.it 
grealei toughness is necevsaiy are raclors that impel many in society lo support the death penalty. 

Society owes it to itself lo educate themselves lo Ihe connection between these lethal elections 
lethal injections We need to push outselves forward beyond the need for vengeance and ihe 
media-manipulaled statistics and justifications for capital punishment.

Regardless of "guided discretion" Statutes Which purportedly narrow the discrepancies in who is likely 
tn receive Ihe death penally, by means of applying rational tUamlards, the death penaliv continues to lie 
applied unprcdiclably, haplu/ardly and unfairly. 

In ihe Inwik Voices from Mehind ihe Prison Walls the Anli-1 errorism anil Iffeclive Death Penally 
Acts, signed into law on April 24. 19 1 '6. are dissccled. These acts smuggled in hmilations on the appeal 

process and Ihc righl of habeas corpus for death row prisoners. These 3,000-plus individuals ate portrayed 
by legislalors-'poliiicians (in Ibeir eagerness lo retain office) as human savages and terrorists. Thev aie to 
now face a ipccdcd-Up pioduclion line "jiistice" in Ainerikkka's CXlennuiaiion katups. 

In other words, not only do these acts speed up the process tow aid execution, but ihey also limit the 
right lo fight for your life. 1 hey are snatching voui life before you have a chance lo exhaust \our appeals 

One study has shown that since 1900 there have been at least 416 individuals wrongly convicted of 
kapital crimes. By some calculations, a third of these weie sentenced to death ami 22 were actually 
executed. Massachusetts has had eleven mistaken conviclions, Ihe inosl notable recent ca>e being ilut of 
Bobby Leasler. Until 1991, no while North American had been executed for killing a black (New 
Afrikan) since 1944. At least 1000 executions were carried out during thai period. Although most killers 
Of North Americans are North Americans. New Afukans who kill North Americans aie proiwiliunalel) 
much more likely lo receive a death sentence and l»e executed. Racial bias persists as a powerful, however 
"illegal," factor influencing Ihe imposition of (he sentence of death, not withstanding efforts lo institute 
procedures lo eradicate its influence, lite shift from unfettered discretion lo guided discretion has served 
merely lo mask ihe impemiissible arbitrariness of a process that remains inherently unfair ami racist. 

Recently Indiana did away with Ihe electric chair, and replaced it wilh lethal injection. Either way it is 
still nun il.r. People claim (hat it is a less li.ush alternative. I his is a deception. Why Ihey even go 
through Ihe charade of swabbing the skin with alcohol before inserting the needle, as if lo prevent ihe 
possibility ofinfcciion! It's window dressing 

They also claim thai these sentences are handed out al ihe behest of society. N'ot ncccssanK so Since

In Ihe prison system, 
prisoners who gain 

Revolutionary consciousness 
and educate others about the 
despicable ways of the 
Amerlkkkan Empire can 
almost count on being 
targeted for harassment and 
poor treatment from prison 
administration. Such Is the 
case for Khalfanl as well. 

On December 13, 1994, a 
corrections officer was killed 
as a result of multiple stab 
wounds. The Indiana 

Department of Corrections 
(I.D.O.C), charged Khalfanl 
with the murder In spile of 
not having uny evidence 
against him except for a 

whole host of bogus stories 
from coerced prisoners and 
racist prison guards. 

Throughout the entire ordeal, 
Khalfani has undergone 
transfers, repeated cell 
searches, additional time In 
isolation, etc. In spite of this 
Increased repression, he has 
still assisted other comrades 
In the formation of education 
classes, |ustlfied strikes, 
silent protests, and various 
oilier forms of resistance 
while being held inside by the 
I.D.O.C. 

To this day, he Is still waiting 
for his trial on this murder 
charge, which has continued 
to be pushed back (o this day. 
. It is currently going to be held 
on July 27, 1999, unless It is 
put off again. Had he not 
been targeted by the I.D.O.C. 
for this charge. Brother 
Khalfani would have been 
released by now! This
